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CHILD 
RAPIST 4 
JAILED 


A paedophile who used 
cigarettes, alcohol and free 
mobile phones to lure young 
boys into his clutches has 
been sent to prison for life 
with no maximum term set. 

Peter Wagerfield, 43, admit¬ 
ted 23 sex offences against 
four boys aged 11 to 13 - in¬ 
cluding rape, attempted rape, 
sexual assault and making in¬ 
decent photographs. 

At Guildford Crown Court 
on September 20 Wagerfield, 
who was living in Epsom at 
the time of the offences, was 
given an indeterminate prison 
sentence, but must serve a 
minimum of 14 years. 

Now living in Pudsey, he had 
pleaded guilty in August to the 
offences which took place be¬ 
tween May 2011 and January 
this year. 

Wagerfield befriended the 
boys by buying them cigarettes 
and alcohol and allowing 
them to smoke and drink in 
his home. He also bought mo¬ 
bile phones for two of the boys 
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without their parents’ knowl¬ 
edge, repeatedly texting and 
calling them on the phones. 

He even took the boys to ho¬ 
tels and encouraged them to 
engage in sexual activity with 
each other in his presence. 

He was finally caught on 
January 27 after the mother of 
one of the boys called police 
saying she believed Wager¬ 
field was grooming her son 
and three of his friends. 

Detective Constable Trudie 
Harrison, who led the investi¬ 
gation, said: “Wagerfield 
groomed these boys over sev¬ 
eral months. He started by 
touching them appropriately, 
but quickly escalated to far 
more serious sexual offences. 

“The sentence sends a 
strong message that sexual of¬ 
fending will not be tolerated. 

“I would also like to com¬ 
mend the victims for their 
bravery in coming forward.”

A benefits cheat who swin¬ 
dled £25,572.81 in housing 
and council tax benefit has 
been given a five-month sus¬ 
pended prison sentence. 

Former Worcester Park res¬ 
ident and married father-of- 
two Wahid Jabeiti, 39, 
pleaded guilty to failing to 
declare a change in circum¬ 
stances, at Croydon Crown 
Court on September 17 . 

Mr Jabeiti had claimed that 
between 2006 and 2009 he had 
no income other than part- 
time earnings from a family 
business, a Mediterranean 
deli in Worcester Park High 
Street named Worcester Park 
Foods.

investigators discovered Mr 
Jabeiti had a secret bank ac¬ 
count and was regularly re¬ 
ceiving funds that he spent at 
outlets including TK Maxx 
and Asda. 

Councillor Richard Clifton, 
lead member for revenue and 
benefits, said: “Benefits are 
there to help people in need 
and those who set out to 
cheat that system are cheat¬ 
ing everyone. 

“I’d like to warn every 
cheat we have a team of high¬ 
ly skilled, highly profession¬ 
al investigators and you will 
be caught.” 

Mr Jabeiti sentence was 
suspended for two years and 
was also given a 120-hour 
community order.

£10k to be spent on advisers 
looking into use of horse yard 


A historic horse training 
yard which had its train¬ 
er evicted in July should 
be kept in the racing in¬ 
dustry, according to bor¬ 
ough councillors. 

Options for Downs 
House, which was once 
home to Eclipse - a thor¬ 
oughbred from whom 95 
per cent of today’s blood¬ 
stock is descended, were 
discussed by Epsom and 
Ewell Council’s strategy 
and resources committee 


on Tuesday evening, 
September 25. 

Councillors “autho¬ 
rised officers to investi¬ 
gate the most suitable 
basis for a viable reoccu¬ 
pation of the property, 
with a preference that it 
remains in the use of the 
racing industry” and ap¬ 
proved £10,000 to be used 
to appoint external pro¬ 
fessional advisers. 

The council meeting 
was attended by Caroline 


Baldock, who is the 
chairwoman of the 
Epsom Equestrian Con¬ 
servation Group. 

Addressing council¬ 
lors, she said: “Downs 
House is a very unique 
site for the training of 
horses as they don’t have 
to cross any roads on the 
Downs.” 

Coun Neil Dallen said: 
“There are presently no 
plans to use it for any 
other purpose.” 


The roof of a car had to be 
cut off to remove a pensioner 
whose car swerved and 
crashed on Tuesday.

It’s finger lickin’ good’ says 
resident backing new KFC 
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A man who lives next to a his¬ 
toric pub has spoken out in 
favour of a controversial plan 
to turn it into a fast food 
restaurant. 

Steve Rousseau, a bus driver 
of Ewell Bypass, believes 
turning the Organ and Drag¬ 
on in London Road, Ewell, 
into a KFC would save the 
building that he said has be¬ 
come increasingly dilapidated 
since he moved there 12 years 
ago. It was a pub and Thai 
restaurant until it closed in 
July. 

KFC has submitted a plan¬ 
ning application to Epsom 
and Ewell Council to turn the 
site into a “restaurant and hot 
food takeaway, with associat¬ 
ed improvements to the ac¬ 
cess and car parking areas” - 
a move that has prompted 
hundreds of people to sign a 
petition against the increased 
traffic, litter and antisocial 
behaviour they believe would 
follow. 

But Mr Rousseau, 57, said: 
“I’m happier it will become a 
KFC. 

“The pub was getting more 
and more run down and it 
wasn’t that popular. From 
Monday to Thursday it was 
impossible to get people in 
there, it was only busier on

Saturday nights. 

“It’s a lovely building and 
they will keep it. In the long 
run it may become a drive- 
through. But I don’t think it’s 
going to be that bad. 

“The pub will be uplifted by 
KFC, with the amount of 
money and investment they 
are bringing to it.” 

But Elaine Jury, of Elm¬ 
wood Drive, said she has 
already collected 1,000 signa¬ 
tures opposing the KFC devel¬ 
opment. 

She said: “The response to 
the campaign has been just 
phenomenal. 


“Ewell and Stoneleigh resi¬ 
dents and anyone who has 
travelled through the cross¬ 
roads and knows how bad 
they are has signed. 

“We will be door-knocking 
to persuade residents to write 
to the council objecting to the 
application.” 

A number of residents have 
already submitted their com¬ 
plaints online. 

Dalbir Bansal said: “This is 
absolutely diabolical. The lo¬ 
cals do not need a KFC. 

“There will be increased lit¬ 
ter and it will effect on our 
house prices.”

Victoria Everest said: “This 
cannot be considered an 
appropriate or positive devel¬ 
opment. I have significant 
concerns around the in¬ 
creased noise, pollution, litter, 
negative impact on house 
prices and further congestion 
on an already dangerously 
busy junction.”

Tiny toilet site could be 
turned into maisonettes 


Two hurt in car park accident 
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How many homes can you 
cram on to the site of one tiny 
former public toilet? 

Two, according to Epsom 
Council, which has given 
approval, in principle, for two 
one-bedroom maisonettes to 
be built on the site of Ewell 
Village’s old toilets, that 
measures just 0.019 acres. 

The loos, opposite Bourne 
Hall, were auctioned off by 
the cash-strapped council in 
May for £68,000 to howls of 
outrage from residents. 

Now they have been sold to a 
mystery buyer for £82,500, 
with planning permission. 

They had been due to go 
under the hammer on 
Monday with Andrews and 
Robertson auctioneers - but 
the company said a “pre¬ 
auction offer by a private indi¬ 
vidual had been accepted be¬ 
fore the auction for in excess 
of £80,000”. 

Information about plans for 
the toilets and an artist’s im¬ 
pression, available on the auc¬ 
tioneers’ website, shows the 
council has agreed, in princi¬ 
ple, for residential develop¬ 
ment to take place on the site. 

It states: “Formal planning 
advice has been received from 
Epsom and Ewell Council, 
who have confirmed that, in 
principle, residential develop¬ 
ment consisting of two 
one-bedroom maisonettes 
could be approved on this 
site, provided the design 
mitigates against impacts on 
neighbours and nearby 
existing trees.” 

It described the plot as a 
“freehold site with develop¬ 
ment potential” saying it 
was well-served by public 
transport, shopping and 


recreation. With a bus stop 
right outside there is no doubt 
anyone moving in would find 
it easy to get away. 

Privacy may, however, be an 
issue - and the proposed wall 
along the front of the two 
maisonettes, while partially 
screening them from prying 
eyes, may lead people needing 
a toilet to assume that women 
should use the left entrance 
and men the right one. 

Ewell councillor Clive 
Woodbridge was surprised at 
the suggestion the toilets 
would be developed into hous¬ 
ing, saying there “wasn’t 
enough space or scope for res¬ 
idential accommodation”. 

After viewing the auction¬ 
eer’s information, he said: 
“No planning application has 
been received by the council. 
It’s a very compact site and 
that presents a number of 
challenges to any developer. 

“While the council has indi¬ 
cated that, in principle, 
there’s no reason why a small 


residential develop¬ 
ment couldn’t take 
place, that outcome is 
not inevitable. 

“There’s a lot the 
developer would have 
to do to make it ac¬ 
ceptable to planning 
requirements. But I 
would rather some¬ 
thing was done with 
the building if some¬ 
one came up with a 
scheme which ticks all the 
boxes.” 

Pat Thomas, 68, who lives in 
Ewell Village, said she was 
“absolutely shocked” by the 
potential development and 
said selling-off the toilets was 
“degrading to the elderly 
population”. 

She said: “I’m absolutely 
stunned and horrified they 
will be developed. They are 
putting profit before thinking 
of the benefits to the general 
public of reinstating the toi¬ 
lets. It wouldn’t have cost 
much to reinstate them - the 


council could have used the 
council tax generated by all 
the new developments going 
on in Epsom. It’s such an im¬ 
portant pick-up point for day- 
trips and developing the 
toilets is not considering the 
basic needs of citizens. 

“It’s embarrassing and 
degrading.” 

The facilities were closed in 
April 2010, along with those 
in Stoneleigh Broadway and 
the Upper High Street car 
park, allowing the council to 
save £21,000 a year in mainte¬ 
nance costs.

Two women were seriously injured on 
Monday after being hit by a driver in her 
80s in the Ashley Centre car park.

Pair aim to wipe grin off 
Zuckerberg’s Facebook

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Mark Zuckerberg is being given a 
run for his money by two universi¬ 
ty entrepreneurs who say they 
have created the web’s “first pri¬ 
vate student network”. 

Max Mayhew, from Epsom, and 
James Cruse, from Banstead, 
launched ClubCo on Monday. 

The social network allows stu¬ 
dents at Nottingham University - 
where the pair are studying busi¬ 
ness and finance degrees - to track 
where their friends will be going 
on a night out, buy tickets to popu¬ 
lar events, and book transport, 
aiming “to make student nightlife 
easier and safer”. 

The 19-year-olds, who received 
private investment for the venture, 
said they believed the concept 
filled a gap in the market and 
hoped to roll it out to Leeds, 
Manchester and Newcastle univer¬ 
sities next year. 

Former Epsom College student 
Mr Mayhew, who came up with the 
idea, said: “When I came to uni I 
found I had to do quite extensive 
research through other social net¬ 
works to find out where people 
were going out.” 

Mr Mayhew said having determi¬ 
nation was the advice he would 
give to budding entrepreneurs. 

He said: “We have had so many 
people knock the idea, but we have 
not given up and that is what you 


have to do in business. It is a 
marathon, not a sprint.” 

Mr Cruse said he brought busi¬ 
ness experience to the idea, which 
has, ironically, seen the pair sacri¬ 
ficing their own student social 
lives. 

The former Whitgift School stu¬ 
dent said: “My parents run busi¬ 
nesses so I have been involved in it 
from a young age. Max’s idea suit¬ 
ed me because it is innovative. 

“Try and fail, but don’t not try at 
all. Planning is the key - you can¬ 


not build a house from the roof 
down. You need to build the 
foundations. 

“We had had to sacrifice the so¬ 
cial side of university, but hopeful¬ 
ly the sacrifices will pay off. 

“University teaches you the theo¬ 
ry, but it is useful to get the 
experience.” 

The friends said they would com¬ 
plete their degrees at Nottingham, 
but see ClubCo as their future. 

Mr Cruse said: “Hopefully it will 
take off - we don’t see why not.”

Developers are doing 
‘whatever they want’ 
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A “disgusted” councillor has spo¬ 
ken out against the developers of 
the Epsom station site who are se¬ 
riously disrupting the lives of 
residents. 

Epsom and Ewell councillor 
Neil Dallen said the situation at 
Horsley Close, situated behind 
Epsom station, was “unaccept¬ 
able” and believed the developers 
of the new station should be 
doing more to keep disruption to 
residents at a minimum. 

His concerns echo those of 
Janet Burgess, of the Horsley 
Close Action Group, who said res¬ 
idents were fed-up with lorries 
coming in and out of the road to 
collect and deliver materials for 
the new station and pavements 
being closed-off. 

Coun Dallen said: “The contrac¬ 
tors said Horsley Close would 
only be used to store material 
needed for the Horsley Close car 
park development, but lorries are 
coming into the road to pick 
up material for the station 
development. 

“The footpath alongside the 
Close had to be closed and the 
fencing used to do this intrudes 
into the road. 

“Horsley Close is also being 
used as a pick-up and drop-off 
point for people from the station 


in the evenings, which doesn’t 
help when residents are trying to 
get in and out of their drives.” 

He said there were also prob¬ 
lems where the footpath has been 
closed off in Waterloo Road. 

He said: “It has been closed for 
months as materials are being 
stored on it. The blind and elder¬ 
ly walk along there and although 
there is someone manning the 
crossing between 9am to 5pm 
what about outside of these 
times? 

“The developers are doing what 
they like. 

“I’m disgusted with developers 
who call themselves considerate 
developers.” 

Ms Burgess said: “The Horsley

Close pavement is an obstacle 
course - someone is going to get 
hurt there. These builders are 
doing whatever they want.” 

A spokesman for contractors 
Kier said: “We apologise for any 
disruption to residents and all ef¬ 
forts are being made to minimise 
this. 

“We hold regular meetings with 
resident representatives to in¬ 
form them about the progress of 
the construction and circulate 
newsletters to update residents 
about the works. We would en¬ 
courage residents to report any 
complaints directly to our site 
manager so they can be looked 
into straight away and dealt with 
where appropriate.”

A Tesco Express store will be 
included in the new Epsom 
station development that is 
due for completion at the end 
of the year. 

Wyn Evans, spokesman for 
developers Solum Regenera¬

A spokesman for Tesco said: 
“Express stores are extreme¬ 
ly popular with customers 
and communities.

“We believe the new store in 
Epsom will be an enormous 


benefit to the area.”

MRSA infection 
rates ‘are lower’ 

Patients at Epsom, St Helier and Sutton 
hospitals are half as likely to contract a 
hospital infection as patients at the aver¬ 
age hospital, according to a new report.

One-armed bike rider 
in plea for eco-votes 


An eco-friendly cyclist is hoping 
to be crowned a green energy 
champion to get a £10,000 boost 
for his community cycling 
project. 

Trevor Lenthall, 51, from 
Epsom Downs, runs his business 
and bike training workshops in 
schools and parks in Sutton. 

He has been chosen as one of 11 
champions of sustainability by 
EDF Energy for the company’s 
Team Green Britain Heroes 
programme. 

Mr Lenthall has set up cycle 
clubs, he teaches people how to 
maintain their bikes and he has 
also set-up a community-based 
bike recycling project in partner¬ 
ship with Sutton Council. 

Mr Lenthall only has the use of 
one arm after a motorbike acci¬ 
dent a few years ago. 

However, he has adapted all his

sets of gears on his bicycle with 
an attachment to hold his injured 
arm to the handle bars. 

He also works hard to reduce 
his carbon footprint. He installed 
solar panels on his house 15 years 
ago, cycles everywhere and rarely 
uses the car. 

He now needs votes in order to 
win £10,000 to help his pioneering 
business. 

Mr Lenthall said: “I’m current¬ 
ly running eight after-school 
cycle clubs, with constant re¬ 
quests for more, so any extra 
funding will help expand the 
scheme and fund more instruc¬ 
tors and clubs. 

“At present I’m also out every 
weekend running cycle road 
shows at schools and community 
events - these prove very popular, 


and demonstrate the underlying 
fondness most people have for 
cycling. 

“If I win I get £10,000 to fund the 
project that will be used to fund a 
shop unit for a year. 

“I would like to have it in North 
Cheam as part of one of the re¬ 
generation areas in the borough. 

“Sutton has done its very best to 
support cycling, but despite sig¬ 
nificant TfL funding, can still 
only focus on the year 6 training - 
not on building meaningful fami¬ 
ly links to cycling that will make 
cycling become a habit in later 
life.” 

His three main aims are to re¬ 
store and recycle bikes, to teach 
people about bike mechanics and 
cycle training for families and 
young children.

Descendant visits ancestral home

A charitable trust is being 
launched in memory of an 
exceptional teenager who 
died suddenly. 

Oluwatobi Adeyemi, 16, the 
only child of two doctors, col¬ 
lapsed and died in front of 
his parents at the family 
home in Vicarage Close, 
Kingswood, on March 5, 2011. 

Tobi, as he was known by 
his friends, was killed by 
sudden cardiac death. 

He hoped to become a suc¬ 
cessful investment banker 
and start a foundation and 
now his friends and family 
are helping fulfil that dream. 

His family and trustees 
launched the educational 
foundation in his memory on 
Friday at the Whitgift School 
for Boys in South Croydon, 
where Tobi was in the sixth 
form. 

A close friend of the family 
and chairman of the Tobi 
Adeyemi Foundation, Seyi 
Obakin, said: “It is no secret 
this foundation was forged in 
adversity but, in keeping 
with the character of Tobi 
Adeyemi who inspired it, we 
are optimistic, ambitious,

energetic and positive about 
young people’s chances in 
life. 

“We are determined that 
young people, who have al¬ 
ready shown some potential, 
should not, for financial 
reasons, fail to realise that 
potential. 

“That was Tobi’s dream, 
but for him it was not just a 
dream to be put on a shelf for 
the future. 

“No, he was already doing 


all he could with the little 
he had. So this foundation 
that bears his name will not 
indulge the excuse of having 
too little. 

“We will do what we can 
with what we have, but it 
won’t be enough without 
support. 

“At a time when more than 
100,000 young people re¬ 
ceived a straight F grade in 
maths and when more than 
one million young people are 
unemployed, with many of 
them simply unemployable, 
what we can do will not be 
enough without help.” 

Tobi, a member of the Sut¬ 
ton Christian Centre, has 
been described as an excep¬ 
tional scholar, musician, 
sportsman and supporter of 
charitable causes. 

The Tobi Adeyemi Founda¬ 
tion is a grant-making foun¬ 
dation set up to support and 
enable disadvantaged chil¬ 
dren and young people who 
have already shown some 
potential, get a first class 
education.

Automating apiculture 


In this week’s Blast from the 
Past, Bourne Hall curator, Jere¬ 
my Harte reveals how beekeep¬ 
ers used to get honey out of their 
honeycombs. 

He said: “Beekeeping is a Sur¬ 
rey tradition that goes back to 
medieval times and traditional 
straw skeps - with a bonnet 
made of pieces of sacking, 
topped by the broken halves of a 
red-ware pan - were still to be 
seen up until the end of the 19th 
century. 

“Today they have been re¬ 
placed by more practical wooden 
beehives, but the local branch of 
the Surrey Beekeepers still 
keeps up the craft at their apiary 
behind the Upper Mill.

hexagonal pockets, full of the 
sweet liquid is the reward of 
their efforts - but how to get the 
honey out? 

“If you just let it drip, some will 
be left behind. If you heat the 
comb, a smell of wax gets into 
the honey.

leaving the odd sample and 
following up the visit. 

“Communications are a lot 
better than they used to be, 
but I cannot help thinking a 
salesperson’s job and the 
chance of closing that deal is a 
great deal more difficult and 
drawn out than it used to be.” 

Ms Hobbs, a journalist in 
the cleaning industry for the 
past 20 years said she has al¬ 
ways enjoyed her work in the 
toilet industry. 

She said: “It is dear to my 
heart and I have stuck with it 
because it makes a difference. 

“Councils are increasingly 
selling-off public toilets as 
they cost too much to keep, are 
often vandalised and they can 
make a fast buck from them. 

“With an ageing population, 
it will get a lot worse. Unless 
we have public restrooms 
open and attended, people will 
be stuck indoors.”

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Council drops action 
against solar panels

The council has dropped legal ac¬ 
tion against a couple who refused 
to remove eight “visually intru¬ 
sive” solar panels after two of 
them were removed. 

Epsom and Ewell Council with¬ 
drew its complaint against An¬ 
drew and Jenny Minhinnick, of 
Hylands Close in Epsom, on 
September 7, at South East Surrey 
Magistrates’ Court. 

They installed the £8,000 eco- 
friendly panels in October 2010, 
and were shocked when the coun¬ 
cil issued an enforcement order to 
remove them. 

According to guidance publi¬ 
cised by the council in December 
homeowners do not need planning 
permission to install the panels, 
but they must be fitted to “min¬ 
imise their effect on the external 
appearance of the building and on 
the amenity of the area”. 

This leaves residents who have 
spent thousands of pounds unsure 
whether the council will decide 
they are not appropriate. 

The Minhinnicks claimed the 
panels met the guidelines and ap¬ 
pealed the decision last August. 

But after removing two of the 
panels two weeks ago, the council 


withdrew the legal action. 

Mr Minhinnick said he was glad 
the proceedings were over, brand¬ 
ing them “a complete waste of ev¬ 
eryone’s time and money”. 

The 46-year-old said: “The whole 
thing is a joke. It’s completely 
ridiculous and over-zealous. They 
are the only borough taking this 
type of action. 

“The guidance is nonsensical 
and inconsistent. They are going 
on about visual impact, but if you 
go to the station you have to ask 
how that has anything to do with

the continuity of Epsom as a 
market town.” 

The UK has signed up to an EU 
pledge to ensure by 2020 that 20 per 
cent of all energy usage in the UK 
is from renewable sources, which 
is likely to see the number of solar 
panels installed rise. 

A council spokeswoman said: 
“Those thinking of installing pan¬ 
els should follow the guidance and 
seek advice if needed from the 
council’s planning department.”
